Your targets in bayonct fighting are, 
of course, any targets you can hit, but 
there is a preferable target. One thrust 
of only three inches of blade in the 
THROAT or CENTER CHEST areca 
will abruptly end that particular per 
sonal engagement. The major veins and 
arteries are bunched, practically un 
protected, in these two areas. They are 
fairly close to the surface, therefore, 
more easily severed than in other
